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4 Message from the 
0. L. A. President 





As I was reading a good book last night I paused and reflected about Oklahoma 
Library Association affairs on which I had been working earlier in the evening. 
With particular force the thought struck me that all our efforts are to make it 
possible for an individual to read a book. It will be in the new year before plan- 
ning moves over to action so that ultimately anywhere in Oklahoma a man, a woman, 
a boy or a girl may read good books. 

The willingness of librarians in Oklahoma to accept the duties and responsi- 
bilities of committee association work has been a constant delight. With such a 
spirit, when the extended library program goes into action, much can be done by 
the present librarians of Oklahoma, though we all know that our ranks must be 
increased by newly trained librarians. 

Many individual librarians have contributed to the program of the association 
but it seems to me that the Oklahoma Librarian has contributed more than any 
other one thing to a vital association. Under the editorship of Frances Kennedy, Allie 
Beth Martin before her, and others, with William Lowry as business manager, it 
has served as a means of communication important for the association. Not only 
has it presented good articles and news but it carries our membership list, our 
officers and committee members, and in this issue our constitution and by-laws 
as amended so that all the membership may have this information. With this issue 
Frances Kennedy relinquishes the editorship of the Oklahoma Librarian. She has 
the thanks and appreciation of everyone in the association for her fine contribution. 
Taking over as editor is Virginia Owens, trained in publication work, interested 
and well qualified to continue the publication of which the association is proud. The 
July issue will carry reports of our meeting in March. The October issue will be 
the Golden Anniversary issue. 

The Golden Anniversary meeting of the association, with Irma Tomberlin as 
Program Chairman, promises to be another outstanding meeting. Information about 
the program is in this issue. Elizabeth Cooper, Chairman of the Local Arrange- 
ments Committee, and her committee members are at work with details of the 
meeting. We are mindful of our history of fifty years but many of us have been 
looking more towards the next five years of library development in the state. These 
years hold the promise of a historic turning point for complete library service in 
Oklahoma. To accomplish this goal, appropriations for library service in Oklahoma 
in this legislature are extremely important. By the time this is published we hope 
the emergency appropriation for state funds to match the basic federal allotment 
will have passed. This initial allotment will be used for strengthening the State Li- 
brary Agency. Under the direction of Ralph Hudson and with the assistance of 
the whole OLA membership, guided by the Legislative Committee, Allie Beth Martin, 
Chairman, we will seek the larger biennium appropriation. With these funds the 
Oklahoma Library Plan will go into action so that eventually any Oklahoman may 
read a good book. 
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“OPERATION LIBRARY” 


In late summer, 1955, Mrs. Allie Beth Mar- 
tin, President of the Oklahoma Library As- 
sociation, wrote to the President of the Okla- 
homa Junior Chamber of Commerce “. 
regarding the library situation in Oklahoma 
and the possibility that the Junior Chamber 
of Commerce might help to alert the citizens 
of the state to the needs in this area. The 
interest and help of such groups as yours 
will be vital in solving our problems. Any 
help which you may be able to give will be 
of importance.’’ This was written by Mrs. 
Martin in an effort to obtain support in ad- 
vancing the cause of libraries in Oklahoma. 
At the time that her letter was written cir- 
cumstances were not favorable, and the de- 
sired support was not forthcoming. This is 
merely to point out that had the time been 
ripe for action, “Operation Library’ might 
well have originated in Oklahoma. However, 
such was not the case and the honor for de- 
veloping what may become the most important 
contribution to public libraries in our history 
will have to rest with our neighboring state 
of Arkansas. 

“Operation Library’? had its beginnings in 
West Memphis, Arkansas, a little more than 
a year ago, when the librarian called upon 
the local Jaycees to help iron out some local 
problems. The Jaycees of West Memphis not 
only helped solve the problems, but they found 
an area where their services were effective 
and much needed. In due time the West Mem- 
phis Jaycees reported the results of their lo- 
cal project to the Arkansas Junior Chamber of 
Commerce, and the cause of public libraries 
in Arkansas became the cause of the Arkansas 
Jaycees. In short order, about nine months 
to be exact, one hundred Jaycee Clubs in 
Arkansas were competing with each other to 
see which club could do the most for the li- 
braries in their respective communities. In 
still shorter order, the news spread in library 
circles across the nation. The Arkansas Jay- 
cees were swamped with requests for informa- 
tion on their project. They soon learned that 
they had a lion by the tail. And to make the 
tale shorter, the Arkansas Jaycees called 
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upon their national organization for help. The 
project was considered and adopted as a na- 
tional program of the United States Junior 
Chamber of Commerce in July, 1956, at Tulsa, 
Oklahoma. 

It is difficult for anyone not familiar with 
the Junior Chamber of Commerce fully to ap- 
preciate, at this time, just what this means 
and will mean to the public libraries of Ameri- 
ca. One purpose of this article is to acquaint 
librarians with the Jaycee organization, and 
to point out the good that can result from such 
a program. 

The United States Junior Chamber of Com- 
merce is an organization of almost 300,000 
“‘voung men of action’? between the ages of 
21 and 35. There are more than 2,750 local 
Jaycee clubs in the United States. Their only 
purpose for being is to ‘“‘make a better com- 
munity in which to live and to provide leader- 
ship training’’ for its members. The Jaycees 
maintain their national headquarters in Tulsa, 
Oklahoma. This headquarters is responsible 
for the continuity of the organization by pro- 
viding information and service to the local 
chapters. The Headquarters staff consists of 
50 full time paid employees, all automatically 
retired (as are all members) upon reaching 
their 36th birthday. More than half a million 
dollars are dispersed each year in the opera- 
tion of this office. Eventually this office and 
local Jaycees will apply through the local 
Jaycee clubs on behalf of ‘“‘Operation Library”’ 
more than 500 man hours per month, 800,000 
printed impressions per month, and about 65,- 
000 pieces oi mail per month. We hope that 
you now have some idea of what will soon 
become an active effort on behalf of one pub- 
lic library. 

In the Junior Chamber of Commerce any 
program begins with the general membership. 
A given project, tried and proven, expands 
from the local chapter to the state level, and 
from the state level, with the blessings of a 
National Board of Directors, a project be- 
comes National. ‘‘Operation Library’’ passed 
all of these hurdles during the past year. On 
a national level the program is less than six 
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months old. Until Jaycees nation-wide know 
about a project, it can’t become great. To 
know about a project requires having the 
right information. The Jaycees will get that 
information and follow it up with action if 
and where action is needed to get results. 


At this writing, Mr. Cecil Edmonds, National 
Jaycee Chairman for ‘“‘Operation Library,’’ is 
busy organizing a State Committee in every 
state. Latest reports reveal that already some 
twelve states have set up committees, and 
another ten to twelve states are in the pro- 
cess of doing so. The Oklahoma Junior Cham- 
ber of Commerce was the first state-wide or- 
ganization to set up an “Operation Library” 
Committee. At this time seven Jaycee clubs 
in Oklahoma have set up local committees. 
Before too much longer, we can expect to 
find about fifty local Jaycee Committees ac- 
tive with ‘‘Operation Library’’ projects with- 
in the cities and towns of Oklahoma. 


The program is a simple one. Jaycee com- 
mittees will be asked to confer with local li- 
brarians and library boards to find areas 
wherein their group can be of assistance. 
These Jaycees, as they always are, will be 
free to apply their own imagination to 
evolve programs suitable for their own com- 
munities. The local librarian must be ready 
to show them where they can go to work and 
what needs to be done. With the Jaycees 
there are not apt to be any limitations. They 
may be willing to do anything from scrubbing 
the floor, painting the walls, or building a new 
library. Fantastic? Look at some of their 
other work in your community for evidence 
of their ability to get a job done and done well. 


Librarians who have heard of “Operation 
Library”’ are elated at the prospects of what 
it can mean. Cooperation will be the keynote. 


Naturally it will take time for such a pro- 
gram as we have outlined above to gain mo- 
mentum. The programming on a national 
level, and in Oklahoma, is proceeding at a 
rapid pace. And yet, initial Jaycee informa- 
tion will not get in the mail until around the 
first of the year. Efforts up to this time have 
been limited to individual correspondence and 
interviews. And these results which are cited 
have been astonishingly successful to those 
Jaycees and librarians who have advanced 
and are advancing the project.

It is our feeling, and we believe that most 
librarians will agree, that never before has 
such an organized group offered its services 
to the public libraries of America. True, there 
have been isolated instances of national groups 
interesting themselves for a while in library 
problems, and little has come from most of 
the effort. Jaycees like nothing better than 
to get hold of an impossible project, and it is 
entirely within the realm of possiblity that 
once started, they will not relax their efforts 
until a good library is available in every com- 
munity that can afford one. 


—KEditor’s note: As a postscript to Mr. Winn’s 
article, he wrote the following in a letter to 
the editor: ‘“‘One thing occurs to me: I have 
not answered the question, ‘What can I do 
to get the Jaycees busy?’ I feel sure that 
all librarians could write or contact their 
local Jaycees, let them know that you are 
aware of their project, and express appreci- 
ation to them for undertaking it. This 
project has had an enthusiastic reception in 
Arkansas, and it will be the same in Okla- 
homa and throughout the United States just 
as soon as we can get a project or two un- 
derway; then the clubs will be competing 
for awards in their various activities.” 
Herbert Eugene Winn has been librarian of the 

Bartlesville Public Library since 1953, and as state 

chairman of the Jaycee “Operation Library” pro- 

gram will be an enthusiastic worker to insure its 
success in Oklahoma. Mr. Winn received his BA de- 
gree from the University of the South and his MA 
degree in Library Science from George Peabody Col- 


lege. During 1955-56 he served as chairman of the 
OLA Public Library Section.

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Implementing the Library Services Act 


The National Outlook 

Librarians and all citizens interested in ex- 
tending library services to 27,000,000 Ameri- 
cans in rural areas now totally lacking li- 
braries are urged by the American Library 
Association to seek Congressional action for 
a full appropriation to implement the Library 
Services Act which was passed by the last 
Congress. 

Under the Act, $7,500,000 of federal funds 
were authorized each year for five years to 
be matched by state funds for bringing li- 
brary services to rural populations. However, 
only $2,050,000 was actually appropriated for 
the first fiscal year, July 1, 1956 to June 30, 
1957. 

Mrs. Loleta D. Fyan, State Librarian of 
Michigan, and Chairman of the ALA Coordi- 
nating Committee for the Library Services 
Act, said: 

“It has been decided to seek the full approp- 
riation for the second year of operation of 
the Act—fiscal 1958 rather than press for the 
balance of the full appropriation for 1956-57. 
We will later seek the additional amount 
which can be spent to greater advantage 
when the program gets under way in the 
various states. The appropriation came so 
late in the fiscal year of the states that in 
most instances state funds were already ex- 
pended in other extension work, and were not 
available for matching the federal monies. 

“Therefore, we urge all citizens—particu- 
larly librarians, trustees, and friends of li- 
braries—to ask their Senators and Represen- 
tatives to vote for the full appropriation under 
the Library Services Act.’’ 

Four regional conferences for the heads of 
state library extension agencies has been held 
in Washington, D.C., Nashville, Tenn., Sac- 
ramento, Calif., and Kansas City, Mo. The 
conferences were called by the U.S. Commis- 
sioner of Education and presided over by 
Ralph M. Dunbar, Chief, Services to Libraries 
Branch, Office of Education, who is Director 
of the Library Services Act program. 

At the regional conferences, the librarians 
were given an opportunity to discuss fully the 
tentative documents prepared by the U. S. Of- 
fice of Education and to offer suggestions be- 
fore these documents became effective. The 
documents were: ‘Regulations,’ ‘‘Guide for 
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Submitting State Plan,’’ and ‘“‘Forms for Use 
in Submitting State Plan.” 

Among questions raised by the state library 
extension agency people were whether for 
matching purposes the law could be interpret- 
ed that the state could be considered as a 
whole rather than as part of a series of sep- 
arate geographical areas. Dunbar announced 
that the Office of the General Counsel de- 
termined the state could be considered as a 
whole. 

Other problems concerned what constitutes 
supervision of local agencies by the state li- 
brary agency. The law specifically requires 
that the state agency administer the plan 
itself or else supervise the administration of 
it by the local agency. In many sections, local 
autonomy is quite strong. As the regulation now 
stands, supervision is defined as ‘guidance 
with authority necessary to assure the ob- 
servance of policies and methods of adminis- 
tration adopted by the state agency.’’ 

Under the Act, a basic grant of $40,000 is 
made to each state; the remainder of the ap- 
propriation is divided on the basis of the rural 
population. The federal funds must be 
matched with state and/or local funds on a 
ratio based on the per capita income of the 
state compared to the national per capita in- 
come. In other words, the states with high 
per capita incomes must pay more for the 
federal money than those with low per capita 
incomes. 

The Oklahoma Outlook 

The $2,050,000 already appropriated for the 
first fiscal year July 1, 1956 to June 30, 1957 
provides only for the basic allotment of $40,000 
for each state. To secure this amount the 
matching funds for Oklahoma amount to $27,579 
of state and/or local funds. If this is secured 
through the emergency appropriation act early 
in the session of the Oklahoma State Legisla- 
ture, a total of $67,579 will be available for use 
by June 30, 1957. During this initial period the 
money will be used to strengthen the state 
library agency by employing additional field 
workers and supervisors, buying bookmobiles 
to promote library service in rural areas and 
to buy books. The time also will permit addi- 
tional planning and laying the ground work for 
library service through multi-county libraries.

The Biltmore Hotel in Oklahoma City was 
the headquarters for the sixteenth biennial 
conference of the Southwestern Library As- 
sociation, October 10-12, 1956. ‘‘The Educa- 
tion of a Librarian’’ was the conference theme. 
The programs for three of the general sec- 
tions were built around this theme with a 
symposium on “Education for Librarianship 
—Perspective” and two panels on “Current 
Library Education, with Emphasis on the 
Southwest”’ and ‘‘Education for Librarianship 
—Prospects and Possibilities.’ Mr. Rudolph 
H. Gjelsness, Director, Department of Library 
Science, University of Michigan, was a spec- 
ial guest and was available for consultation 
during the discussion period of each session. 
American Library Association President Ralph 
R. Shaw spoke at the last general session on 
“Scientific Management in the Library.”’ 


Further carrying out the convention theme 
twenty-eight library school recruits coming 
from all of the six states represented in the 
Southwestern Library Association were of- 
ficial guests. At a breakfast seminar in their 
honor, these students were given an oppor- 
tunity to question the librarians present on 
subjects of their own choosing. 


Convention-goers did not lack for libraries 
to visit. In addition to the Oklahoma City Li- 
braries, the Oklahoma State Library, and the 
Oklahoma City University Library, there were 
twelve special libraries in Oklahoma City. 
Also many college and university librarians 
found time to visit the University of Oklahoma 
Library at Norman and the Oklahoma A & M 
College Library at Stillwater. 


Miss Dorothy Amann, one of the founders 
of the Southwestern Library Association was 
a special guest at the conference. Also pres- 
ent was Dra. Maria Teresa Chavez of Mexico 
City, president of the newly formed Associa- 
tion Mexicana de Bibliotecarios. 


The next biennial conference will be held 
in Galveston, Texas, October 23-25, 1958. Of- 
ficers elected to serve for 1957-58 are as fol- 
lows:

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Constitution of the OLA 


ADOPTED MAY 2, 1950 
(As Amended April 2, 1955 and April 21, 1956) 


ARTICLE I—NAME 

The name of this association shall be the 

Oklahoma Library Association. 
ARTICLE II—PURPOSE 

The purpose of the Oklahoma Library Asso- 
ciation shall be to promote all library interests 
and services in the State of Oklahoma; to 
encourage the establishment and maintenance 
of libraries and increase their usefulness; and 
to advance the interests of the profession of 
librarianship, by discussion, planning and co- 
operative action. In the discharge of this pur- 
pose the Association shall maintain an ac- 
tive membership in the Southwestern Library 
Association, or its successor, and shall do all 
possible to further the objectives of that As- 
sociation. The Association shall also assist, 
insofar as it is able, the American Library 
Association in the attainment of its aims and 
the discharge of its duties. 

ARTICLE III—MEMBERSHIP 

Section 1. The membership of the Oklahoma 
Library Association shall consist of two 
classes, active and honorary. 

Section 2. (a) Active members shall be as- 
sociations, libraries, individuals, institutions 
or organizations interested or participating in 
library work in this State, and who comply 
with the requirements for dues as stated in 
the By-Laws. 

(b) Honorary members shall be individuals 
and shall be elected by unanimous vote of 
the active membership at any general meet- 
ing of the Association. Recommendations for 
nominations to this class of membership shall 
be made by an active member to the Execu- 
tive Board, and upon approval by the Board 
the President shall make the nomination. 
Honorary members shall have no vote in the 
affairs of the Association. 

ARTICLE IV—OFFICERS 

Section 1. The officers of the Oklahoma Li- 
brary Association shall be a president, a first 
vice-president, a second vice-president, a sec- 
retary and a treasurer. All officers, except 
the president, shall be elected by mail ballot 
from the active individual members of the 
Association in good standing prior to each gen- 
eral meeting and all officers, including the 
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president, shall serve for a term of one year 
beginning the first day of the month following 
a general meeting, or until their successors 
are elected and assume office. The officers 
shall perform the duties customarily incum- 
bent upon such officers unless otherwise or- 
dered by the Association through its By-Laws. 

Section 2. The first vice-president shall be- 
come president for the term of office immedi- 
ately following the expiration of his term as 
first vice-president; provided that a ranking 
vice-president appointed by the Executive 
Board shall not succeed to the presidency and 
that the Association shall in such instances, 
elect a president for the next term of office 
as provided for in Section 1 of this Article. 
The ranking vice-president who succeeds to 
the presidency upon the death or resignation 
of the president shall not become president 
for the next term following his succession to 
this office as provided in Section 1 of this 
Article. 

ARTICLE V—EXECUTIVE BOARD 


Section 1. The administration of the affairs 
of the Oklahoma Library Association shall be 
vested in and exercised by the President and 
the Executive Board. The Executive Board 
shall consist of the officers, the retiring presi- 
dent and the retiring secretary. The President 
shall be chairman of the Executive Board. A 
quorum of the Executive Board shall consist 
of five members including the President. 


Section 2 The Executive Board shall have 
the power to fill all vacancies in office and the 
person so elected shall serve only until the 
end of the term in which he was elected; ex- 
cept on the death or resignation of the presi- 
dent, or his inability to serve, when the rank- 
ing vice-president shall become president. 

Section 3. The President or Executive Board 
only may authorize expenditures from the 
funds of the Association between general meet- 
ings, or in the course of general meetings, in 
accordance with any provisions in the By- 
Laws, or unless otherwise ordered by the By- 
Laws or by the membership in the course of 
a general meeting. 

Section 4. The Executive Board may ac- 
cept, create or establish any activities, func- 
tions or services within the Association that 
it deems necessary; provided that such ac- 
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tion is either confirmed or rejected by the 
membership at the first general meeting after 
such action is taken by the Board. 


ARTICLE VI—COMMITTEES 

Section 1. The committees of the Oklahoma 
Library Association shall be of two types, in- 
cluding their subcommittees, select and 
standing committees. Select committees shall 
be created by the Executive Board for a defi- 
nite and specific purpose not within the pur- 
view of any standing committee, and for a 
stated period of time. Standing committees 
shall consist of all other committees that may 
be required for either the administrative or 
functional work of the Association. 

Section 2. (a) Except as may otherwise be 
provided in Article V, VI, and IX of this 
Constitution all committees shall be created, 
and their duties defined, by the active mem- 
bership of the Association at a general meet- 
ing in the form of a By-law; but the President 
may, with the advice of the Executive Board, 
add any pertinent and relevant duties to any 
committee in addition to those defined in the 
committee By-law, that may be needed to 
carry on the work of the Association. 

(b) The Executive Board or the Associa- 
tion membership may appropriate sums to a 
committee from the funds of the Association 
for the purpose of discharging a duty imposed 
upon the committee by the membership of 
the Association. 

(c) All reports of committees shall be made 
to the President and Executive Board. 

Section 3. The President shall appoint, with 
the advice of the Executive Board, all chair- 
men of committees. He shall also appoint, in 
consultation with committee chairmen, all com- 
mittee members. 

Section 4. The President shall be member, 
ex-officio, of all committees. 

Section 5. The President and Executive 
Board shall refer all Association affairs or 
business requiring committee action to the 
proper standing committee, or if it is a mat- 
ter outside the duty and scope of any stand- 
ing committee, the matter shall be referred 
to a select committee created for that pur- 
pose in accordance with Section 1 of this Ar- 
ticle. 

Section 6. The chairman of any committee 
may, with the advice and consent of the 
President, create a temporary sub-committee 
(for a stated period of time) within his com- 
mittee for the purpose of acting upon an im- 
mediate, specific and temporary problem, and 
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he shall also be the chairman of the subcom- 
mittee. Sub-committees shall report to their 
parent committees only. 

Section 7. The chairman and members of 
committees shall hold office for a period 
conterminous with that of the President mak- 
ing the appointment, or until their successors 
have been appointed and have qualified. 


ARTICLE VII—DIVISIONS 


Section 1. Divisions by categories of li- 
brary functions may be created and their 
duties defined by the membership of the Okla- 
homa Library Association in the By-laws, or 
in accordance with the provisions of Article 
V, Section 4 of this Constitution. 

Section 2. (a) All divisions shall be an in- 
tegral part of the Association and shall exist 
for the purpose of discussion, planning and 
cooperative action in connection with the mu- 
tual problems of the individual active mem- 
bers performing similar work; provided that 
all efforts of the divisions shall be related to 
the policies and work of the Association and 
shall not be discharged independently of the 
Association and its officers. 


(b) The Executive Board, or the Associa- 
tion membership, may appropriate reasonable 
sums to a division from the funds of the As- 
sociation for the purpose of discharging a 
duty imposed upon the division by the Ex- 
ecutive Board, or the Association membership, 
or with the approval of either, or for the pur- 
pose of paying an assessment or fee incurred 
by a division affiliating with a national or 
regional library association or a division of 
such association. 

(c) A division may, upon approval of the 
Executive Board, affiliate with the appropri- 
ate division of the American Library Associa- 
tion or the Southwestern Library Association. 

(d) All reports of divisions shall be made 
to the President and Executive Board. 

Section 3. Any individual active member 
of the Association may have membership in 
one or more divisions. 

Section 4. Each organized division shall 
elect a chairman and secretary in the course 
of each general meeting for a term of office 
conterminous with the officers of the Associa- 
tion and under such conditions as the Execu- 
tive Board may impose. 

Section 5. The chairman of any division 
may, with the advice and consent of the Presi- 
dent, create a temporary committee (for a 
stated period of time) within his division for 
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the purpose of acting upon an immediate, spe- 
cific and temporary problem and he shall also 
be the chairman of the committee. Division 
committees shall report to their parent di- 
visions only. 

Section 6. Any two or more divisions may 
combine for joint sessions in the course of a 
general meeting. 


ARTICLE VIII—MEETINGS 


Section 1. The President and Executive 
Board shall arrange for a general meeting of 
the Oklahoma Library Association, either an- 
nually or biennially as the Association mem- 
bership shall direct by the enactment of a 
By-law, and for such other, or special, meet- 
ing as they consider advisable. Notice for all 
meetings shall be sent to each active member 
of the Association by the Secretary at least 
thirty days prior to the beginning date of any 
meeting. 

Section 2. The administrative officers of ac- 
tive members who are associations, libraries, 
institutions or organizations shall each appoint 
a staff member to represent the body at all 
meetings of the Association. Such represen- 
tatives shall notify the Secretary of their ap- 
pointments at least ten days prior to the 
beginning date of any Association meeting. 

Section 3. A majority of the active mem- 
bership present, both individual and repre- 
sentatives of associations, libraries, institu- 
tions and organizations, shall constitute a 
quorum at any meeting of the Oklahoma Li- 
brary Association. 


ARTICLE IX—AWARDS 


Section 1. (a) At each general meeting of 
the Oklahoma Library Association the active 
membership may grant, under the conditions 
established in this Article, an annual Dis- 
tinguished Service Award to the individual pro- 
fessional librarian who has effectively demon- 
strated for a period of ten years or more a 
valid, thorough and imaginative concept of 
librarianship and library service, and has ex- 
pressed that concept in actual practice. 


(b) One Distinguished Service Award only 
shall be awarded by the Association in any 
one calendar year; provided that one may be 
awarded for each year of a biennium if the 
Association meets biennially in general ses- 
sion. 

(c) The active membership of the Associa- 
tion shall enact a By-law creating a standing 
commitéee, in accordance with the provisions 
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of Article VI of this Constitution, for the pur- 
pose of recommending these awards to the 
Executive Board. The Board shall establish 
rules and regulations, not inconsistent with 
this Article, for the operation of the commit- 
tee. 


(d) Recommendations for nominations to 
receive this award shall be made by the com- 
mittee to the Executive Board and upon the 
approval of one recommendation by the Board 
the President shall make the nomination to 
the active membership. 


Section 2. Under the conditions and terms 
of Section 1 of this Article the active member- 
ship of the Oklahoma Library Association may 
grant an annual Distinguished Service Award 
to the individual, not a professional librarian, 
who has completely demonstrated a sound and 
special interest in libraries and library serv- 
ices, and has given effective and important 
service to the advancement of libraries or 
librarianship. 


ARTICLE X—BY-LAWS 


The membership of the Oklahoma Library 
Association may adopt By-laws or may amend 
or repeal existing By-laws, not inconsistent 
with this Constitution, at any regular general 
meeting of the Association by a majority vote 
of the active members present; provided that 
any proposed addition or change has been 
filed in writing with the Secretary at least ten 
days prior to the beginning date of said gen- 
eral meeting. The Secretary shall immediate- 
ly transmit copies of all proposed alterations 
or additions to the By-laws to the President. 


ARTICLE XI—AMENDMENTS 


The membership of the Oklahoma Library 
Association may adopt amendments to, or 
repeal any and all portions of this Constitution 
at any regular general meeting of the As- 
sociation if three-fourths of the active mem- 
bers present vote in favor of such changes; 
provided that any proposed constitutional 
amendment, or repeal, has been filed in writ- 
ing with the Secretary at least sixty days 
prior to the beginning date of said general 
meeting. The Secretary shall immediately send 
copies of all proposed constitutional amend- 
ments or repeals to each of the other mem- 
bers of the Executive Board. The Secretary 
shall notify each active member of the As- 
sociation of any such proposed amendments 
or repeals at least thirty days prior to the be- 
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ginning date of any regular general meeting 
in which they will be acted upon or consid- 


ered. 


BY-LAWS 
of the 
OKLAHOMA LIBRARY ASSOCIATION 
ADOPTED MAY 2, 1950 
(As Amended April 2, 1955 and April 21, 1956) 


No. 1—MEETINGS 

There shall be an annual regular meeting 
of the Oklahoma Library Association in the 
course of the first five months of the calendar 
year. 

No. 2—FISCAL PERIOD 

The fiscal period of the Oklahoma Library 
Association shall be June 1 to May 31 of each 
year. 

No. 3—DUES AND FEES 

(a) All dues are annual and are payable in 
January of each year. Delinquent members 
shall be notified once in writing, not later 
than the first day of March, of their delin- 
quency and if said dues are not paid within 
thirty days after such notice they shall be 
dropped from the roster of active members. 

(b) Library membership dues shall be the 
amount stated hereafter based on the total 
annual income of the library for its last fiscal 
period. 


An income not exceeding $20,000 $2.00 
An income of $20,000 to $40,000 $3.00 
On income larger than $40,000 $5.00 


(c) Non-library, association, institution and 
organization dues shall be $4.00. 

(d) Life membership dues (limited to indi- 
viduals) shall be $50.00. 

(e) Sustaining membership dues (limited to 
individuals) shall be $7.50. 

(f) Honorary membership shall be assessed 
no dues, and shall not vote in the affairs of 
the Association. 

(g) Individual membership dues shall be 
$2.00. 

(h) The memberships listed in sections (b) 
and (c) of this By-law shall be entitled to one 
vote in the affairs of the Association which 
shall be cast by the duly appointed represen- 
tative of the body. 

(i) The registration fee for each person, not 
a guest, attending the regular general meet- 
ing of the Association shall be not less than 
$1.00. 

No. 4—-AMERICAN LIBRARY ASSOCIATION 
COUNCIL REPRESENTATIVE 
The Association shall elect at suitable times 
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an Oklahoma Library Association representa- 
tive to the American Library Association Coun- 
cil as provided in the By-laws of that Associ- 
ation. In the event the elected representative 
cannot attend a meeting of the American Li- 
brary Association Council the President shall 
appoint an alternate to represent the Associa- 
tion and certify this selection to the Executive 
Secretary of the American Library Associa- 
tion. 


No. 5—SPECIAL DUTIES OF OFFICERS 

(a) The President shall sign all contracts 
authorized by the Association or the Execu- 
tive Board, and all orders to the Treasurer 
for expenditures from the funds of the Asso- 
ciation. 

(b) The Secretary shall keep all minutes of 
the Association and shall prepare a report 
on each meeting within ten days after its 
close and shall transmit copies of this report 
to the incoming President, the American Li- 
brary Association Bulletin, the Library Journ- 
al and to the editor of the official publication 
of this Association. To the extent required 
by the President he shall conduct the corre- 
spondence of the Association and he shall is- 
sue notices of Association and Executive Board 
meetings. He shall report on the membership 
record, and on other matters as directed by 
the President or Executive Board, at each 
meeting of the Association or Executive Board. 


(c) The Treasurer shall maintain a per- 
manent roster of the Association membership 
and shall transmit a copy to the Secretary 
and shall notify the Secretary of all changes 
in the roster as made. He shall receive and 
have custody of all funds of the Association, 
pay all bills approved by the Association 
membership, the President or the Executive 
Board, maintain accurate records of the As- 
sociation’s financial affairs and make a writ- 
ten report to the Association membership at 
the business meeting of each regular general 
meeting. He shall notify all members that 
Association dues are payable in January of 
each year and shall also notify delinquent 
members on or before first day of March of 
each year. 

(d) The officers whose terms are about to 
expire shall transmit to the Secretary within 
one month after the close of each regular gen- 
eral meeting any records or important cor- 
respondence in their possession and these 
items shall become a part of the archives and 
files of the Secretary. 
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No. 6—-COMMITTEES 


The Committees listed hereafter shall com- 
pose the standing committees of the Oklahoma 
Library Association. 


(a) Auditing Committee. This committee 
shall audit the accounts and books of the 
Treasurer and shall report thereon within one 
month after the end of each regular general 
meeting. 


(b) Awards Committee. This committee 
shall recommend names of individuals, after 
an objective, rigid and thorough examination 
of their qualifications, to the Executive Board 
for consideration for nomination to receive the 
Distinguished Service Awards. 

(c) By-Laws and Constitution Committee. 
This committee shall prepare any revisions 
of the By-Laws and Constitution as the Execu- 
tive Board and President may direct, and shall 
recommend such amendments or changes it 
deems necessary to the President and Execu- 
tive Board. 


(d) Exhibits Committee. This committee 
shall be in charge of all exhibits for each reg- 
ular general meeting, allocate space to ex- 
hibitors, determine fees for exhibit space and 
establish such rules and regulations for ex- 
hibits as it considers advisable and subject to 
such conditions as the Executive Board may 
impose. 

(e) Local Arrangements Committee. This 
committee shall have charge of arranging fa- 
cilities, transportation and registration and 
all other kindred duties for the meetings of 
the Association as directed by the President. 


(f) Nomination Committee. This committee 
shall select nominees for all elective offices 
of the Association. The committee shall re- 
port at the last business session of each regu- 
lar general meeting, shall not be restricted 
by any plan of rotation in office and shall 
choose individuals able to carry on the work 
of the Association in the best possible manner. 
The committee shall present a slate of two 
candidates for each elective office, consent 
having been secured from the nominees be- 
forehand, but opportunity shall be given by 
the presiding officer for nominations from the 
floor. In the event there are nominations from 
the floor the presiding officer shall determine 
the method of ballot and a majority vote of 
the active individual members present shall 
constitute election. 


(g) Program Committee. This committee 
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shall plan and have charge of the program for 
each regular general meeting of the Associa- 
tion in accordance with the policies of the 
President and Executive Board. 


(h) Publications Committee. This commit- 
tee shall edit and publish the official publica- 
tions of the Association in accordance with the 
conditions and policies established by the 
President and Executive Board. The com- 
mittee shall, in consultation with the Presi- 
dent and the Executive Board, determine the 
cost of the publications and advertising fees 
for space therein. The committee may also 
carry on the publicity activities of the As- 
sociation. 


(i) Resolutions Committee. This committee 
shall write and present all resolutions that 
the President and Executive Board may di- 
rect, or any active individual member of the 
Association may suggest, for consideration by 
the Association membership, and may recom- 
mend subjects for resolutions to the President 
and Executive Board for consideration. 


No. 7—DIVISIONS 


The divisions listed hereafter shall compose 
the divisions by categories of library functions 
of the Oklahoma Library Association: 


(a) Cataloging. 
(b) Children’s and Young People’s Services. 
(c) College and University Libraries. 


(d) Public Libraries (including county and 
district libraries). 


(e) Reference. 

(f) School Libraries. 
(g) Special Libraries. 
(h) Trustees. 


These divisions shall discuss, plan and study 
the activities, problems, service and co-ordi- 
nation of effort of libraries within their re- 
spective categories, and shall make recom- 
mendations thereon to the President and Ex- 
ecutive Board. The division shall aid in exe- 
cuting action decisions of the Association 
membership and the Executive Board that 
are within their respective spheres of activity.

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ALA Midwinter Meeting Coming Soon 


The annual Midwinter Meeting of the Amer- 
ican Library Association is expected to bring 
1,400 librarians from all sections of the coun- 
try to the Edgewater Beach Hotel in Chicago, 
January 29 to February 2 for the first meet- 
ing to be held under ALA reorganization— 
officially effective January 1, 1957. 

At this meeting, the ALA Council will be 
operating for the first time with the broader 
powers and responsibilities brought about by 
the reorganization. ALA officers planned the 
two Council meetings—Wednesday (Jan. 30) 
afternoon and Thursday (Jan. 31) evening—to 
reflect the changes under which Council now 
serves to a greater degree than heretofore 
as the ALA policy-making body. Therefore, 
its agenda is wholly composed of reports and 
recommendations involving policy considera- 
tions which Council will decide, such as issues 
involved in a placement service; Council-Ex- 
ecutive Board relationships, responsibilities 
and procedures; and the proposed ALA-Ca- 
nadian Library Association Joint Conference. 
ALA President Ralph R. Shaw will preside at 
Council meetings and will report on matters 
of consequence. A Membership Meeting on 
Thursday (Jan. 31) morning will serve to 
bring informational reports—including one on 
the Association’s finances—to the meeting. 

There will be busines meetings of all thirteen 
ALA Divisions—including both existing Di- 
visions and those which will come into exist- 
ence on January 1. At these meetings, fur- 
ther steps will be taken in perfecting division- 
al organization and refining statements of 
fields of interest, some of which may be 
brought to Council for decision. 

ALA Executive Secretary David H. Clift 
points out that 1957 membership notices have 
been mailed from Headquarters together with 
information generally describing the divisions 
—six by type of library and seven by type of 
activity. Members have a choice of two di- 
visions—one of each type—as a prerequisite of 
basic dues and may join additional divisions 
by adding $2 for each. Since membership lists 
for the new divisions will be compiled from 
the membership renewals which are returned, 
Clift urged that members make returns as 
early as possible. 

During Midwinter Meeting, and just prior 
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January, 


to it, there will be meetings of the Executive 
Board, the Program Evaluation and Budget 
Committee, and the Committee on Organiza- 
tion. 

The Federal Relations Committee will meet 
on Tuesday (Jan. 29) afternoon for discussion 
of the Library Services Act and other Federal 
legislation. The Joint Committee on Library 
Work as a Career will meet on Wednesday 
evening. Cooperation with ‘Operation Li- 
brary,’’ project of the U.S. Junior Chamber 
of Commerce, will be discussed at a meeting 
of the Public Libraries Division on Wednesday 
evening. At an open meeting Tuesday morn- 
in, sponsored by the Public Documents Com- 
mittee, there will be discussion of the question 
of depository libraries. The Committee will 
be working closely with a Congressional Com- 
mittee in a study of the depository library 
situation. 

Three affiliated organizations will hold 
meetings: the Association of American Li- 
brary Schools and the Association of Research 
Libraries will meet on Monday (Jan. 28) at 
the University of Chicago; the American Theo- 
logical Library Association’s Executive Com- 
mittee will meet Friday and Saturday (Feb. 
1 and 2) at McCormick Theological Seminary. 





India Librarian Visits 


The University of Oklahoma has been chosen 
as one of eleven university libraries in the 
country to have a library visitor from India 
for three months, beginning November 1, 1956. 
The selection was made by the International 
Relations Committee of ALA, and was ap- 
proved by the U. S. Department of State. 
These librarians are guests of the United 
States. 

Mr. Masood Yazdani, Librarian of Osmania 
University in Hyderabad, is the visitor at the 
O.U. Library. He has a Certificate of Train- 
ing from the London School of Librarianship, 
a B.A. degree from Aligarh University, and a 
diploma from the Madras Library School. Mr. 
Yazdani is interested especially in library build- 
ings, as architects are already preparing pre- 
liminary drawings for a proposed new library 
building for Osmania University.

Midwest City Librarian 
Is Hegored by B&PW 


In observint National Business Women’s 
week, September 23-29, the Midwest City Busi- 
ness and Professional Women’s Club named 
Mrs. John Crumpler, local librarian, as the 
“Business Woman of the Year.” 

At the club’s September dinner meeting, 
Mrs. Crumpler was presented as the business 
woman who had contributed more to the 
community in the way of community service 
than any other woman in the area. The ci- 
tation read: ‘‘She has organized and admin- 
istered the library for the benefit of the com- 
munity, serving not only as the custodian of 
books but as a reading counselor in a care- 
fully planned guidance program.” 

The library, less than two years old, has 
nearly 4000 patrons. Some of the outstanding 
activities are: Travel programs for air force 
families; story hours for primary and ele- 
mentary groups; weekly column in Midwest 
City Leader; letters to newcomers inviting 
them to visit the library; reference service 
by telephone and speakers’ directory. Three 
hundred children were enrolled in the summer 
reading program. 
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Laverne Citizens Build 
New Public Library 


Public-spirited citizens of Laverne, prodded 
by the Delphian Study Club, worked together 
to make possible the new library building 
which opened its doors last August. The 
building, 24 by 24 feet in size, is of ultramodern 
design and constructed of expanded shale with 
brick and redwood front. It was designed by 
Bob Wilson, then a Laverne High School 
graduate attending building and construction 
school at Oklahoma A & M College. Other 
citizens of Laverne contributed donations for 
materials and helped provide the labor need- 
ed in the construction and in moving the col- 
lection of books to the new quarters. 


The Laverne Library has been operated by 
members of the Delphian Study Club since 
1937, hitherto in makeshift rooms. It began 
as a collection of 40 books, and now numbers 
2,000 volumes. There are some 1800 registered 


borrowers. A moratorium on long past due 
books was a feature of the opening celebra- 
tions, which also included a library openhouse.

The Public Libraries Division of the Ameri- 
ean Library Association announces publica- 
tion of The PLD Reporter, No. 5, titled ‘“Co- 
operative Practices Among Public Libraries.” 

Available now from the ALA Publishing De- 
partment ($2.25; or $1.85 on series order) the 
70-page publication was prepared with the 
cooperation of the PLD Library Extension 
Section under the chairmanship of Verna Nis- 
tendirk, Florida State Library, Tallahassee, 
Florida. The editor is Rezia Gaunt, formerly 
of the Gary (Ind.) Public Library. 

Miss Nistendirk said: 

“This practical guide was inspired by the 
revised standards for public libraries, ‘Pub- 
lic Library Service’ which set forth as its 
‘most important single recommendation’ the 
cooperative approach on the part of libraries. 
In this PLD Reporter are detailed descriptions 
of cooperation in action and we believe every 
public librarian should study them in the light 
of the new standards and his own library 
situation.”’

If Congress appropriates the full amount for 
the second year of operation of the Library 
Services Act, federal funds available for Okla- 
homa would be $146,811 for the fiscal year. 
To secure this amount Oklahoma must have 
matching funds of $92,625. Since the Oklahoma 
legislature meets every two years and appro- 
priations are for the biennium, the same 
amount of state and/or local funds must be 
sought for the third year of the act. There- 
fore the state agency, with the assistance of the 
Oklahoma Library Association members, the 
Legislative Committee and friends of libraries, 
will seek a biennial appropriation of $185,250 as 
a part of the General Revenue and Appropria- 
tion Bill which is passed late in the session of 
the legislature. 

All of this will provide $546,451 for library 
service in rural areas for the next two and 
one-half years. In the second and third year 
of operation the money will be used in conjunc- 
tion with local funds to provide library service 
through multi-county libraries. Regions able to 
establish multi-county libraries will overate 
under the supervision of the tsate agency. In 
some areas which have had little or no library 
service at all, the multi-county library may be 
administered by the state library agency direct.

Librarians Meet With 
Adult Education Group 


Representatives of 45 different adult edu- 
cation agencies in Oklahoma met at the Okla- 
homa City Libraries on December 14 in a one- 
day conference which resulted. in the forma- 
tion of the Oklahoma Adult Education Asso- 
ciation. A constitution was adopted for an 
experimental period of one year and officers 
elected, headed by Walter Gray, Jr., Chief 
of the Community Workshop Division of the 
Oklahoma City Libraries, who will serve as 
president. 


The newly adopted constitution provides that 
the group will affiliate with the Adult Educa- 
tion Association of the U.S.A., whose presi- 
dent-elect is Mrs. Grace T. Stevenson, also 
Director of the ALA Office for Adult Educa- 
tion. At the Oklahoma City meeting, as- 
sembled state educators expressed a desire 
to meet with Mrs. Stevenson during her visit 
next March for the OLA annual meeting. 


Purpose of the Oklahoma Adult Education 
Association, according to the constitution of 
the new organization, is “to promote and en- 
courage adults to continue their education 
through participation in formal and informal 
adult education activities, organizations and 
courses.” Corollary purpose is “the advance- 
ment of coordinated and cooperative efforts 
by those organizations, institutions, and indi- 
viduals, working directly or indirectly in the 
field of adult education.”
